London, has nothing but the warmest 
praise for this ‘‘ young man of such 
adventurous and. varied interests prepared 
to devote himself to serious research work 
in an age which has earned a reputation 
for frivolity and self-indulgence.’’ 

Sir Denison Ross does not scatter his 
> sage lightly or without good cause, and 

fr. Allen’s work richly merits the 
commendation. His ‘History’ is 
pioneer work of the highest order in a 
field of historical study altogether 
neglected in English. To his task: the 
author has brought intimate personal 
knowledge of Georgia and its people, and 
long and thorough acquaintance with the 
literature of his subject. This equipnent 
he has used to the best possible effect. and 
Western sociologists and even politicians 
will -be no less indebted to bisa tian 
students of history. The politicians, how- 
ever, may be warned that Mr. Allen’s 
survey ends befoi. the Russian conquest in 
the last century. 

Mr. Allen begins with an examination 
of the material relating to Caucasian 
culture of t+ copper and early iron ages, 
and goes on to describe the origins of the 
Kingdom of Georgia, and its emergence as 
an important political entity in the tenth 
century, dealing fully ‘with its fortunes 
and revolutions f om the eleventh to the 
thirteenth centuries, the tragedy of the 
century of Mongol hegemony, and the 
decline of Georgian power and glory in the 
three contending kingdoms whose history 
covers the years 1500-1800. 

Mr. Allen’s section on Georgian litera- 
ture, art, social life, customs, manners, 
trading relations and the interplay of 
Armenian, Russian and Byzantine in- 
fluences are specially well done, and will 
be found particularly valuable... Students, 
too, will welcome his comprehensive and 
critical bibliographical notes and the 
generous supply of plates, maps and text 
illustrations. 


ORPEN. 
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Sir William Orpen: Artist and Man. By P. G.

OST Irish readers of “ Sir William 
Orpen: Artist and Man,” by 
Messrs. Sidney Dark and P. G. Konody, 
will feel that a few more pages could with 
advantage have been added to it. Orpen 
attended the Dublin School of Art, which 
he entered at the age of thirteen, for four 
years. At seventeen he left it to join the 
Slade School. The story of this period, 
while full of. interesting tales of his 
youthful doings. deals with his life outside 
the school. ‘* His eldest brother has been 
good enough to recall Orpen’s childhood 
days.” Then, again, much that is worth 
recording is surely known to those who 
were in touch with him during his teach- 
ing period at the Dublin School of Art; 
this period is dismissed with a very brief 
note. 

To write of Orpen, the man, as apart 
from the painter, would be an under- 
taking beyond the powers of even as good 
an author as Mr. Dark, and he very 
wisely has not attempted to do so. This 
story of Orpen’s life, told by one who 
cared deeply for him, has not been 
planned merely to throw a halo round its 
subject. Mr. Dark realises that Orpen 
was a problem and not easy to explain; 
he gives his readers a picture of both his 
strength and his weakness. 

It is with the work of Orpen that Mr. 
Konody deals. More than once he calls 
attention to his surprisingly mature work 
as a mere boy. ‘‘ At the age of seventeen 
he was a stylish draughtsman; but style 
came to him naturally, without conscious 
striving. He drew like Michelangelo and 
Rubens and Watteau, not because he 
tried to display his cleverness. by 
imitating the old masters’ stylish calli- 
graphy, but because he felt form as the 
old masters felt it.” 

In common with most modern artists, 
Orpen felt the influence of Whistler, and 
showed it in his earlier work. Mr. Konody 
gives a very full account of Orpen’s 
development, and a considerable amount 
of valuable information on the subject of 
his many paintings. This book is very 
fully illustrated, and, though many other 
volumes with Orpen as their subject must 
be expected, the present book is likely to 
be in permanent demand as a very com- 
plete survey of the artist and his work.

“the company of merchant adven- 
turers of London trading in the East 
Indies ’’ at the end of the sixteenth, and 
the first half of the seventeenth, centuries. 
In recent years, as always, the more cele- 
brated men have not looked fo 
chroniclers, and it is but fitting that their 
lesser brethren should have their services 
remembered, hey were of the true 
metal of English seamen and traders of 
their age; and their contribution to the 
wealth and power of their mother country 
was considerable ; for they, too, ‘‘ laid the 
foundations of the edifice of Empire.” In 
these pages Mr. Grey and his editor have 
succeeded in clothing ‘‘ the dry bones of 
history with the living substance of the 
men’s own words, ' 

It is a bloody tale—this record of trading, 
fighting, and piracy and exploration in the 
Far Kast and Farther East. Here the 
honest mingles with the dishonest, the 
loyal with the treacherous, the adventurer 
for adventure’s sake with the adventurer 
for gain’s sake ; the brave with the coward, 
European with Oriental, Englishman with 
Portuguese and Dutch. If 
sorts to make a world, it, took the most 
variegated collection of men to establish 
Englit': trade in the East. In these pages 
Mr. Grey, who himself has spent most of 
his years in India, and has early adven- 
turer blood in his veins, has given every 
category of them its due.

HE voluminous “ Memoirs’ of Arch- 
bishop Rinuccini, so important for 

the history of Ireland during the period 
1640-1649, have never been made properly 
available. For information we must turn 
to a report by the English Historical 
Manuscripts Commission, and Aiazzi’s 
“ Ninziatura in Irlanda,’”’ translated into 
English by A. Hutton. The Irish Manu- 
scripts Commission, however, is now making 
available for scholars the whole original 
text of this important work.. Volume I. 
alone makes a large book, and several 
others will follow. Rinuceini wrote his 
Commentary and Memoirs on his ‘‘ Lega- 
tion to the Irish Confederate Catholics,”’ 
for the years 1645-1649, in Latin, and his 
work later was continued and expanded, 
up to 1666, by two friars, Barnabas 
O'Ferrall, of Longford, and Daniel 
O'Connell, of Desmond—both Capuchins. 
The work begins with a Jong description of 
Irish history up to the year 1640, and 
naturally takes that patriotic and Roman 
Catholic version of Irish history which 
Rinuccini strongly supported while Papal 
Nuncio in Ireland. Scholars, however, 
and those who can read a Latin book so 
beautifully printed as this is, may make 
their choice of opinions in a work which is 
a most valuable source for Irish history. 
Father Stanislaus, of the same Order, is 
the editor responsible for this fine piece 


of work.

'“ Lebor Bretnach ’’ (the Irish version of 
the . “ Historia Britonum,’’ ascribed to 
Nennius) has already been edited by Dr. 
Todd for the Irish Archzological Society 
(1348). Dr. Van Hamel, who is Professor 
of Celtic at the University of Utrecht, has 
now given what may be regarded 
as the final featus reeeptus from the 
six different texts which are extant. 
He makes use of a text, unknown to 
which is in the “Book of Hy 
Many,’’ now in the Royal Irish Academy. 
Dr. van Hamel’s editorial work is of the 
most scholarly. and meticulous style. A 
long introduction is confined almost 
entirely to textual explanation, and then 
comes the complete text with the variant 
readings. Compared with this dry pro- 
duction, Todd’s work is one of general 
interest ; but, then, the scholars who worked 
for the Irish Archeological Society were 
of that delightful type who gave you 
abundance of notes and appendices, not 
always germane to the subject. Those, 
therefore, who possess Todd’s fascinating 
work need not consider it as no longer 
worth possessing; for example, Todd's 
notes on that strange race, the Picts, and 
the British saints who are found in 
Ireland in the early Christian age, will 
remain interesting and delightful reading. 
It is, however, naturally enough, the object 
of the Irish Manuscripts Commission to 
confine itself to the production of texts, 
and in this case the work has been done 
by an Irish Celtic scholar of impeccable 
authority. The work of Nennius comes 
under the description of what is curious 
and quaint in “ historical sources,’’ rather 
than what is exact and valuable. It is a 
strange medley of British, Roman an@ 
Anglo-Saxon history, derived from the 
Dark Ages in English history between the 
departure of the Romans and the appear- 
ance of authentic historians, such as 
Bede, and did much to popularise through 
the Middle Ages Merlin, Arthur, Vortigern 
and all those misty heroes.

Dr. Goblet has already earned the grati- 
tude of Irish scholars and students by his 
labours upon ‘ Petty’s Survey ” and geo- 
graphical work in Ireland, which appeared 
last year in three volumes under the title, 
“JLa transformation de la géographie 
politique de l’Irlande.”’

MARK TWAIN,

Mark Twain. By Stephon Leacock. ‘London:

ME: LEACOCK has unusual qualifica- 
tions to write the life of “ Mark 
Twain,’’ Although he is not of American 
ancestry, he can claim to be in the great 
tradition of American humour—a tradi- 
tion ' put on the map.” as he tells us, by 
the genius who is his hero. There are 
passages in this sparkling book in which, 
to the critical reader, the disciple has 
caught the authentic accents of the master. 

The common heritage—f x we imagine 
that Mr. Leacock would be proud to admit 
that the germs of the school of humour 
which he adorns can be traced back to Sam 
Slick and Artemus Ward—is at once the 
strength and weakness of this biography. 
On the one hand, it gives him a genuine 
understanding of the background of Mark 
Twain's work, He can detect, in passages 
regarded by British readers as pure idiom, 
the bowdlerising hand of Mark’s wife; 
and he knows where to draw the dividing 
line in the extraordinary mixtures of truth 
and nonsense in the “ western ” books. 

We ourselves take a firm stand among 
those who do not believe that the jackass 
rabbit moves off so fast that ‘‘ long after 
he is out of sight you can hear him whizz.”’ 
We refuse to credit the story of the white 
elephant ; the story of the strong wind that 
makes people bald in Carson City seems to 
us open to question, but what can \.e say 
of the jumping frog of Calaveras County? 
Can that possibly be true? Mr, Leacock 
knows these things. 

On the other hand, Mr. Leacock, as a 
critic, stands almost too near his subject. 
He outlines Mark Twain’s passionate con- 
victions, his almost savage hat: | of the 
tyranny of the old world, slavery, the 
orthodox conceptions of Heaven and Hell, 
and the other bogeys, real or imaginary, 
against which he strove. The Irish reader 
would welcome also a much fuller 
examination of the peculiar qualities of 
American humour. What is the root of 
that massive exaggeration which enables 
Mark Twain to pursue a ridiculous idea 
far past the point at which a European 
would have dropped it, to find its logical 
conclusion in an absurdity that makes 
reason topple on its throne? While our 
humorists make gentle play with missing 
collar-studs and rich aunts, how comes it 
that Mark Twain can be so riotously funny 
about the corpse in the guard’s van? 

In his judgment of the books, Mr. 
Leacock gives “ Huckleberry Finn” the 
high place that it deserves. Its elevation 
to the same rank of “ The Yankee at the 
Court of King Arthur ” is another matter. 
“ “he boys went grailing,’ says the 
Yankee, in reference to the pursuit of the 
Holy Grail by the Knights of the Round 
Table. ‘ The boys went grailing.” Why 
not?’’ Most readers could tell Mr. 
Leacock why not. By leaving a question 
as though it called for no answer he 
suggests that he is too near his subject to 
detest the harsh ugliness which, apart 
from its overcrowding and prolexity, robs 
“The Yankee ” of its charm for British 
readers.

HE second of the Dent Memorial lec- 
tures, delivered by Mr. Sadleir last 
October, and printed in this charming 
booklet, has for its sub-title: “ A study in 
mutual esteem.” As an author and a 
publisher, the lecturer was fully qualified 
to approach a subject which he acknow- 
ledges to be delicate. Carefully, he draws 
aside a few of the veils of mystery that 
have cloaked the dealings of author and 
publisher; humorously he classifies all 
authors, and places them in four categories 
—the actual “' best: seller,” the potential 
‘best seller,” the coterie author, and the 
‘‘writer of patient merit,” who is an 
unhappy creature. Being an author him- 
self, Mr. Sadleir does not forget the au- 
thor’s side of the question, and, if all 
publishers took his kind words to heart, 
the world would be a happier place for 
writers. Unfortunately, he realises that 
he is offering a counsel of perfection. His 
booklet, however, is filled with good ad- 
vice for both author and publisher, pre- 
sented with a witty clarity of style that 
is very refreshing.

FINE CHURCH MUSIC THAT

Herbert Pfeiffer, a blind composer, who 
was well known in Germany. on account of 
the beautiful church music he produced, has 
died at Aachen, where he was staying to give 
a concert.

PETROL SUBSTITUTE. 


Perhaps, the most remarkable achieve- 
ment of the chemists of the Belfast Gas 
Works has been the perfecting of the pro- 
duction of creosote motor fuel as a sub- 
stitute for petrol, This fuel has been 
subjected to very severe tests by. the Bel- 
fast. Omnibus Company in conjunction 
with the officials of the Gas Works, and 
these, have proved so satisfactory that the 
Omnibus Company decided to convert an 
additional 28 ’buses to the use of the fuel, 
making 40 in all. The company have used 
approximately 20,000 gallons in the course 
of the tests, and are so satisfied with the 
result that they have entered into an 
arrangement for preferential deliveries of 
the fuel over a period of five years. The 
output of the oil is about 500,000 gallons 
a year, and it can be produced and sold 
at about one-third the price of petrol. 
The formula for the manufacture has 
been made available for any other gas 
undertaking which might wish to manu 
facture it. I understand that the London 
General Omnibus Company and the Sal- 
ford Corporation have concluded satis- 
factory tests. The Australian Govern 
ment also contemplates the extensive use 
i the petrol substitute in that Dominion 
The fuel, owing to its high flash point 
and non-inflammable qualities, cannot be 
used for starting up, and this necessitates 
a reserve tank for petrol. Once started, 
however, the engines  automaticall, 
switch over to the creosote, with a great 
Saving in running cost. 


TRADING DEPARTMENTS. 


All the Belfast Corporation trading 
departments- gas, tramways, electricity 
and markets—are doing fairly well at 


present, and, although they are monopolies |

Only one small ship was launched from 
the Belfast shipyards during the past 
year—a vessel of 5,700 tons, The average 
annual output of new shipbuilding in 
Belfast for the past ten years was 115.211 
tons, so that last year’s output was only 
about one-twentieth of that of the average 
of the previous decade. The number of 
ships built in Great Britain has shown a 
gradual reduction in recent years. A sig- 
nificant; return shows that while twenty 
years ago the United Kingdom turned out 
68 per cent. of the world’s new tonnage, 
during the present year it only produced 
31 per cent. Not only are other coun- 
tries becoming ship-producers, but the 
policy pursued in Great Britain and Nor.

country allows the shipping of another to 
engage in its coasting trade; yet foreign 
ships can enter a FRritish or Northern 
Ireland port, discharge a cargo, and hit 
another cargo for a British port. It is 
proposed that the law should be amended 
to prevent foreign ships from engaging In 
the coasting trade, and also that goods con. 
signel for Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland should be carried either in 
British ships or ships of the exporting 
country, Great Britain imports twenty 
per ceut. of the total wheat produced in 
the. Danube area: yet more than half of 
it is bronght to this country in Greek 
ships. When the law is changed there 
will be less idle shipping in British ports 
and more shipbuilding for Belfast and 
other British shipyards.

-A better 
one still is the experience gained in actual 
construction. To make a lens or an 
optical mirror seems an appallingly impos- 
sible task to the novice. In actual fact, 
optical work is one of the very few depart- 
ments in which the amateur has not only 
a chance to succeed, but has actually over 
and over again beaten the professional, 
shown him the way and forced his pace. 
The history of the telescope for the past 
century and a half has been the history of 
the success of the amateur worker. “Such 
names as Herschel, Lassell, Lord Rosse, 
Celver, Alvan Clark, Draper, are written 
large over the story of the telescope 
and astronomy; and every» one ol 
these was an amateur, who, by 
patient experimenting, beat the profes- 
sionals at their own trade and revolu- 
tionised the art of telescopic construction. 


A FAR-FLUNG BOOK. 


Some twenty years’ experimenting on 
the part of the writer of these notes 
resulted in the appearance of a little book, 
now in its second edition, which has 
dotted the map of the world with tele- 
scopes, mostly of the Newtonian reflector 
type, though several fine refractors are 
among the number. One copy found its 
way to the United States and fell into the 
hands of the editor of the Scientific 
American. The result has been an extra- 
ordinary boom in telescope construction in 
the U.S.A., where thousands of enthusias-

ACADEMY OF LETTERS. 


An interesting even! in the sphere of litera- 
ture was the establishment of an _ Irish 
Academy of Letters, sponsored by Mr, George 
Bernard Shaw and Mr. W. B. Yeats.

THE LANE PICTURES, 


The year ‘also has seen another attempt 
by Dublin to secure possession from the 
British Government of the Lane pictures

LIBEL action came before the Under- 
A Sheriff and a jury in the ‘ rand Jury 

Koom at the Courthouse, Belfast, to- 
day for assessment of damages. 

rhe action was one in which William 
Skillen, of Tollymore, Newcastle, County 
Down, sought to recover from Patrick JJ. 
Rive, a farmer, of Knocksticken: County 
Down, damages for alleged libel contained 
in a letter tq the plaintiff's employer. “ 

Mr. (. L. Sheil ag hp by Messrs. W. 
G. McSpadden and Son) appeared for the 
plaintiff, and the defendant Was not profes- 
sionally represented. 

Counsel explained that the plaintiff was a 
motor driver, and had been in the employ- 
ment of a Mr. William Porter as the driver 
of a public services vehicle at Newcastle, 
County Down. In this capacity he was 
engaged on a number of occasions to drive 
a man named Mercer, who had turned out to 
be a rogue and had been sentenced to im- 
prisonment for fraud at the Down Assizes. 
Among the men defrauded by Mercer was the 
defendant, who, apparently smarting under 
the fact that he had been defrauded, wrote a 
letter to the plaintiff's employer alleging that 
Skillen was adware that Mercer was a rogue 
and. was obtaining money from him undcr 
false pretences. 

“If the car-driver was honest,” it was 
stated in the letter, ‘‘he could have let me 
know that Mercer was a fraud and to give 
him no money, knowing that I knew nothing 
like that of Mercer. Skillen did not treat me 
as he should his fellow-man.”’ 

Counsel read the entire letter, which con- 
cluded: '“Í would advise you not to disclose 
that you got a letter from me or anything to 
Skillen. Pay him off, and get someone to 
drive your car.--Yours, faithfully, Patrick J. 
Rice.” 

Evidence in support of counsel’s statement 
was given by Mr. William Porter, -New- 
castle, and the plaintiff, who denied that he 
knew anything about frauds being carried 
out by Mercer. 

The defendant, in evidence, said that he 
was corivinced that Skillen and Mercer were 
bosom friends and the plaintiff “ knew 
rightly that Mercer wanted to put my back 
to the wall.” ‘‘ What Mercer knowed, Skil- 
len knowed,’’ declared Rice, who became 
somewhat excited at times, and was finally 
warned by the Under-Sheriff that he would 
be removed if he was not more subdued.

SHIPPING DECLINE. 


The farmers, naturally, have been the 
greatest sufferers in the present unfortunate 
dispute with Great Britain, and, although it 
would be a difficult matter to discover how 
badly individuals have been ‘hit throughout 
the county, the shipping figures from the 
Port of Cork .tell their own tale. Within the 
last ‘six months the wéekly shipments of 
every class Of Jive-stock have shown a 
serious decline on those of the same period in 
1931, and there are grounds for thinking that 
the sitnation. may. become worse instead of 
better. 

Discussing the matter with a prominent 
agriculturist, I learnt that many of the 
Southern farmers are beginning to draw in 
their horns, and that one of the most alarm- 
ing results of the present crisis is that little 
effort is being col a to maintain stocks. It 
would almost seem as if the export trade is 
regarded already as a thing of the past, and 
that the breeding of stock for this purpose 
is no longer considered worth while. 


FARMERS’ POSITION. 


It is hard, however, to form any exact 
opinion as to the farmers’ position, add,it is 
almost as hard to discover how badly the 
city has suffered....The Unemployment Ex-

BUSINESS ACUMEN. 


Cork is the most paradoxical of cities—at 
first sight it gives one the impression of being 
incutably backward and indolent, but it is not 
long before one. begins to acquire a healthy 
respect for iis business acumen.

NEW CITY HALL. 


The new City Hall, of which the foundation 
stone was laid by President de Valera last 
July, is beginning to take shape on the old 
site at Aibert quay, though it will be two 
vears before the miin<ival offices are ready 
for occupation.

£150,000. and replacés one which was burnt 
down during the troubles in 1920, Since then 
the Corporation officials have been scattered 
in various buildings throughout the town, for 
the compensation money was spent on a 
housing scheme.
